Bosch Cartel 
To Be Broken 


FRANKFURT, June 17.—(AP)— 
Anglo-American authorities today 
ordered the breaking up of the 
giant Bosch combine of Germany. 
It manufactured a wide range of 
articles from television sets to air 


compressors. 

The decartelization commission, 
completing years of study and hear- 
ings, ruled that Bosch is an ex- 
cessive concentration of economic 
power, It ordered the combine to 
dispose of its large spark plug plant 
at Bamberg and 29 other smaller 
companies and facilities in Ger- 
many. 

Recent records showed Bosch 
employed 15,000 persons. Much of 
its business was in electrical equip- 
ment and cameras.

Oil Prices 
Cut Again 


Further price reductions for 
diesel and heater oils were an- 
nounced this morning in Edmon- 
een by Imperial Oil Limited. An- 
|mouncement was made by Lew 
‘White of the company’s marketing 
division. 

Reduction applies to the three 
prairie provinces and amounts to 
one cent per gallon in Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and western Mani- 
toba. In eastern Manitoba, includ- 
ing the city of Winnipeg, the re- 
duction is two cents per gallon. 


DOWN 214 CENTS 


As a result of the price cut, 
users of diesel and heating fuel 
in Edmonton will now pay 15 cents 
per gallon at wholesale level.

Just how much longer the isolat- 
ed Calder street car system will 
remain in operation is not definite- 
ly known. It will depend largely 
on how fast the city completes 
paving and gravelling of streets 
so buses may be put into opera- 
tion over the route. 

When that day comes, and it 
may not be far off, the care will 
likely be sold on the spot. 

Car bodies make handy road- 
side lunch stands. Farmers, some- 
times buy them for chicken coops. 

Motors, wheels and other parts 
of the running gear will be hauled 
back to the barns for spares to 
patch up the remaining units of

Jury was out 52 minutes. Justice] 


McBride concluded his charge to 
the jury at 448 p.m. yesterday. 
Verdict came at 5.40. 

Murder charge arose out of slay- 
ing of Holmes at his east end Ed- 
monton residence: following’ an ar- 
gument between the 4f-year-old 
painting contractor and Burke. 

Evidence established quarrel be- 
tween Burke and Holmes developed 
from discussion of flying. Burke, 
a cripple, had testified he woke Jim 
Holmes to tell him about being ac- 
cepted as a flying student. 
ARGUMENT FOLLOWED 

Burke swore Holmes told him 
“the only thing he could ever hope 
to fly would be a fish.” Argument 
and subsequent stabbing in an up- 


{stairs bedroom followed. 


Witnesses for the crown included 
Holmes’ widow, Frances Holmes, 
and their three daughters and three 
sons. 

Mrs. Holmes and daughter Shir- 
ley swore they were in the death 
room during the fatal struggle. 

Holmes died shortly after being 
admitted to Royal Alexandra Hos- 
pital. Death weapon was a sznall 
pen knife. 

In his address to the jury as the 
yesterday afternoon session open- 
ed, Frank Dunne, defence counsel, 
traced the unfortunate chain of 
events which had dogged Burke's 
life. 

He had contracted infantile par- 
alaysis at the age of two, the dis- 
ease leaving his right leg practic- 
ally useless, His wife had left him 
and an adopted child had been 
sent back to the welfare people,

The political 
chain strikes which they sought 
to introduce during the past 
months—a deadly weapon if suc- 
cessful—fizzied out in a time of 
welatively bigh employment whea 


the dominant mood is peace. 

The Nenni Socialist union 
leadership, which always has 
made common cause with the 
Communists, refused to go along 
on the proposal for a general 
strike last month, 

A new free trade union move- 
ment is in being which may be 
greatly helped by an interna

Firing consists of passing heat- 
ed air over the leaf until it is dry 
This is carried out in machine 
some of which can finish 200 
pounds in an hour. The fired tea 
is graded by machinery into the 
different qualities which are st 
known by thelr antient Chinese 
names. Such names are Orange 
Pekoe, a high grade, and Souchong, 
a low grade. 

Something interesting is that 
the smaller pieces of each grade, 
the broken leaf, make stronger
